I’ve got 
a brand-new Maserati, I’d 
rather drive it out through 
the desert. I’m on planes all 
the time so if I can drive to 
a place I’d rather do that. 
Speaking of flying, we saw on 
Twitter you had a recent run- 
in with a US airline that lost 
your bag when you were 
touring Canada... 

They lost my f**king bags and 
it was 25 degrees below. All I 
had with me was a hoodie and 
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I was stuck in the hotel room. 
They said, “We can’t get you 
your bags until tomorrow.” 

But as soon as I bitched and 
moaned to 180,000 people on 
Twitter, all of a sudden they 


found a way to get me my 
bags in an hour. I kept on 
ringing and nothing would 
happen.

So if we come to LA to have 
a beer with you, where 
would you take us? 

It depends on whether you 
want to pick up or not. I’ve 
got a kid now so I do all my 
drinking on the road. I’m 
away three weekends a 
month so three weekends a 
month I’m in different towns 
getting drunk and then when 
I’m in LA, I never go out. If I 
do, I go to a comedy club, so 
I could tell you which comedy 
club to go to, but I wouldn’t 
have the foggiest how to get 
into one of the nightclubs. 
Given your accent, were 
you surprised when you first 
went overseas that people 1) 
understood you and 2) found 
you funny? 

It still takes me by surprise. 

I’m arguably the only touring 
stand-up Australian comic 
in America. There’s Tim 
Minchin, as well, and then 
there’s Barry Humphries, 
who’s dressed as a woman... 










At first I think they came to see 
me because of the accent — 
they thought it was adorable 
to watch a man say “c**t” and 
not get in trouble. 

If you could do a routine in 
front of either Tony Abbott, 
the Queen or Pope Francis, 
which person would you 
choose and why? 

The Pope, every time. IVe 
done shows in front of royalty 
and it doesn’t do anything for 


me. Prince William was in the 
audience at a university gig. 
The Pope could probably do 
with a laugh. I also pick on 
religion a lot, but then again, 
how much English does he 
really understand? 

Whaf s your fave slang term? 
It isn’t really even a slang word, 
but I say “g’day” a lot here and 
I never would have said it in 
Australia. When I moved to 
England I started saying it. 

And I call everyone here 
“mate”... they find that 
hilarious. They also find it 
hilarious if you say “me” 


me bag.” They think that’s 
hysterical. I don’t know why. 

Who would star as you in 
the movie version of your 
US TV show. Legit? 

If they make a movie of 
Legit I’ll be starring in it. I’m 
trying to write a script at the 
moment. 



All the stories in Legit were 
taken from your life in some 
way. When did you take 
a disabled bloke to a 
brothel to get a root? 

In 2009, at The Daily Planet 
in Melbourne. We did it at 
lunchtime while I was at the 
Melbourne Comedy Festival. 
He was a friend of mine, let’s 
put it that way. 

Did it go well? 

It did. He got his dick sucked 
and he didn’t die — how much 
better does it need to go? 

Get any good heckles these 
days or are most rubbish? 
Ninety-nine percent of them 
are rubbish, I can’t think of a 
real good one. A good heckle 
is one where the comedian 
laughs a bit and goes, “Ah, that 
was pretty funny.” Whereas 
people seem to think there’s 
this mystique of the heckle 
where it’s gotta be one that 
really hurts the comic, or beats 
them in some way. That never 
really works because even if 
you beat the comic, he’s going 
to beat you down 10 times 
harder afterwards. 

How good is it to get back in 
front of Aussie audiences? 

I enjoy my Australian tours 
more than any I do. I feel there 
isn’t this backlash against me I 
get in other countries. I used to 
have this feeling that Australia 
was ashamed of me, that I was 
this kid overseas telling dirty 
jokes who they rolled their 
eyes at — but in the last three 
years I feel Australia is sorta 
proud of me, and I like that. 
There may even be young 
comics now being influenced 
by what I do rather than just 
old bitter comics who think 
I’m that piece of shit who 
went overseas. 

Sounds like life’s good... 

I got a Maserati and a little kid 
and I live down the road from 
John Goodman, although I 
don’t think that means your life 
is really that great. I still suffer 
from depression a lot but I 
don’t worry as much as I used 


to. There’s something about 
success — I always thought it was 
going to be more enjoyable than 
it is. I thought that you’d just be 
surrounded by pussy and driving 
fast cars and partying all the time, 
but if you party all the time you 
just have hangovers every day, 
and if you’re not getting wasted 
at these parties then WHAT THE 
F**K ARE YOU DOING THERE? 
“Your life must be a party,” 
people say to me. Well, who 
wants to have a life that’s a party 
and stacked with hangovers? 

I want a life that’s like visiting a 
park every day. “Oh, that was 
nice.” I’d like a life that looks like 
a serene meadow, ya know?

“It’s 
shocking,” he said of the 
food. “I don’t know how 
some blokes survive on it.” 
But it could’ve been far 
worse for Wicks: each of 
his offences carried a max 
of 15 years’ imprisonment.

In 2001 Jamal Lewis won the 
Super Bowl in his first NFL 
season. In ’03 he almost broke 
the record for most yards by a 
running back in a season, and 
broke the record for most 
yards in a game.

But he 
also fell in with a bad crowd 
while working as a 
nightclub bouncer, and in 
1989 hegotl8 months’ jail 
for his role in heroin 
trafficking and a stabbing.

He’s 
always claimed police 
misconduct led to his 
convictions.

The rugby league

He was caught 
up in a scheme that 


involved his brother-in-

Hayward got 30 years, 
which is a stretch not 
many could survive in 
Thailand’s notorious 
Klong Prem Prison — a

Hayward 
became known as one 
of the toughest men in 
the joint, but contracted 
HIV during his sentence. 
A royal pardon saw him 
released in 1989, but he 
struggled with life on 
the outside, often 
having jail flashbacks, 
and died in 1992.
